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Villagers rallying to 
help blaze victim

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VILLAGERS are 
rallying round a 
pensioner who esc¬ 
aped with her life 
but lost her home 
and almost all of 
her possessions 
when her thatched 
cottage was devas¬ 
tated by fire. 

Enid Rodgers, 75, 
was woken by her 
smoke detector’s 
alarm just before 4am 
on Sunday morning as 
a fierce blaze took hold 
of her 300-year-old 
home in Church Road, 
Withersfield. 

A total of 15 fire engines 
and more than 70 
firefighters fought the 
blaze for about four hours 
before they were able to 
get it under control. 

Mrs Rodgers, who 
suffered minor burns and 
smoke inhalation but no 
serious injuries, was 
taken to Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital, Cambridge. 

Mrs Rodgers had been 
due to spend Christmas 
Day with her friend Celia 
Hall and her family, who 
also live in Church Road. 

Mrs Hall said she and 
other friends were doing 
everything they could to 
help her and make sure 


she had somewhere to 
stay 

Mrs Hall said: “We were 
not aware that there had 
been a major fire in the 
village until 7.30am 
because our house faces 
the other way 

“We found out we had 
no power and went out¬ 
side to get a camping stove 
and found fire engines all 
up the road. Enid had 
some minor burns, but we 
don’t really know how she 


is yet. 

“She was due to come to 
us for Christmas Day 
anyway and all her friends 
are trying to sort things 
out for her. 

“Because it was an old 
thatch she had the fire 
service out to do a check 
in August and they put 
new alarms in for her. 
Some of the same firemen 
came out to tackle the 
fire.” 

Sue Hamilton, who lives 


just opposite Mrs Rodgers, 
said they had been woken 
at around 4am by the fire 
and saw the road full of 
firefighters. 

Mrs Hamilton said: 
“The fire service were 
brilliant and managed to 
stop it spreading to the 
neighbouring houses. 

“I think they managed 
to get a bit of furniture 
out, but she has lost 
practically everything. It 
is a very supportive 


village and she has a lot 
of friends. 

“Everyone is rallying 
round to help her and 
make sure she has some 
clothes to wear. 

“She is a very in¬ 
dependent lady and she 
was out carol singing 
with us recently and 
looking forward to 
Christmas. 

“It is just tragic and 
has left everyone in the 
village reeling.”

Cllr Martin has filled one of two 
vacant seats on the council after 
two members were disqualified 
for failing to attend enougth 
meetings. 

Only one candidate was 
nominated for the other seat, 
Steven Bowes of Recreation 
Road, Haverhill, who will also be 
co-opted without an election 
unless he withdraws his name in 
the next two weeks. 

Bam conversion 

PLANS to change a barn to form 
an extension to an existing home 
at The Cottage, Rowans House, 
Calford Green, Kedington, have 
been submitted to St 
Edmundsbury Borough Council. 
The plans include a glazed 
screen to the front, roof lights to 
front and rear, re-cladding with 
weatherboarding, a glazed door, 
ground floor and first floor 
windows and a single storey 
extension to the front. 


Call for review 
of boundaries 


HAVERHILL Town Coun¬ 
cil is calling for a review 
of local boundaries before 
major housing develop¬ 
ment goes ahead to make 
sure that it is all en¬ 
compassed within the 
town rather than sur¬ 
rounding villages. 

Haverhill Town Council is 
asking St Edmundsbury Bor¬ 
ough Council to carry out a 
community governance review 
of the boundaries around the 
town as soon as is practically 
possible. 

A report to town councillors 
pointed out that all of the 
proposed strategic housing sites 
in the local development 
framework - which could bring 
up to 3,000 new homes to the 
town over the next 20 years - are 
either wholly or mainly outside 
the existing town council 
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boundary. 

Town clerk Gordon Mussett 
said councillors wanted to see 
changes made as soon as 
possible to avoid issues arising 
once the development went 
ahead. 

St Edmundsbury is the prin¬ 
cipal authority responsible for 
reviewing such boundaries and 
government guidance says such 
reviews should be made where 
major housing developments are 
to be made across existing 
boundaries. 

The guidance says: “Over time 
communities may expand with 
new housing developments. 

“This can often led to existing 
parish boundaries becoming 
anomalous as new houses are 
built across boundaries result¬ 
ing in people being in different 


parishes from their neigh¬ 
bours.” 

Mr Mussett said: “Town 
councillors have been aware of 
anomalies for some time such as 
at the top of Wratting Road 
where homes are in Little 
Wratting and others are in 
Withersfield. 

“Rather than wait, so that all 
the parish councils have to deal 
with issues and complaints that 
arise with the developments, it 
makes sense to change the boun¬ 
daries so that the developers are 
dealing with the same auth¬ 
ority” 

The borough council is being 
asked to conduct and implement 
the findings of a community 
governance review to expand 
the boundaries of Haverhill 
Town Council to include the 
areas of proposed expansion, 
before planning approval is 
granted for the sites.

Sharp rise in GAB 
calls over job cuts 


HAVERHILL’S Citizens 
Advice Bureau is consid¬ 
ering extending its open¬ 
ing hours to cope with a 
flood of people seeking 
advice as they face redun¬ 
dancy 

Brigitte Haig, manager of the 
bureau, said there had been a 
sharp rise in inquiries nation¬ 
ally and discussions would be 
held to see if longer opening 
hours were needed and to see if 
the bureau had the available 
resources. 

Mrs Haig said: “If someone 
loses their job they do not just 
need advice about employment, 
but also possibly benefits, relat¬ 
ionships, debt, mortgage pay¬ 
ments and homes. 

“To give some indication we 
are seeing on average three new 
clients every day with redun¬ 
dancy problems. In the past for a 
long stretch we did not see 
anyone at all, then for a while it 
was one a week and now it is 
three a day 

“The number of people com-

ing through the door has in¬ 
creased, but we are here to help 
in any way that we can. People 
who have been in full time 
employment do not know where 
to start with filling in forms and 
we have taken on additional staff 
to help them so that there is no 
delay 

“If people are without a job, 
getting involved in the voluntary 
sector can help give them new 
skills and potentially gain 
employment in the future. 

“We are very happy to give 
references and to help them find 
jobs. As many more people come 
for help, we also hope to involve 
more people as volunteers. We 
expect the situation to continue 
and I think employers look at 
how people have coped with the 
recession. 

“There is a groundswell of 
support from councillors for the 
work that we are doing and we 
did receive additional funding 
from Suffolk County Council 


earlier this month when they 
allocated £50,000 to bureaux 
across Suffolk to help pay for 
additional services.” 

New figures released nat¬ 
ionally by Citizens Advice reveal 
that since April 2008 daily 
inquiries relating to redundancy 
have increased by 125 per cent 
across the service, from under 
200 per working day in April to 
425 per day in November. 

Citizens Advice chief exec¬ 
utive, David Harker said: 
“Rarely a day goes by without 
reports of yet another company 
announcing job cuts. In this 
current climate it’s imperative to 
know your rights and be able to 
access free advice if you have 
been made redundant or fear 
you may be.”

‘death 
island 9 
to get 
revamp

A TRAFFIC island on the A1307 
where a lorry driver died will be 
revamped. 

Bosses at Cambridgeshire County 
Council have put the scheme to redesign 
the island at Abington top of its list of 
accident reduction schemes for 2009/10. 

Roadsweeper driver Robert Page, 31, of 
Barningham, was killed at the spot in 
April and another driver was injured in 
an accident involving the island earlier 
this year. 

Now the council’s cabinet has pledged 
£150,000 for the project after it scored 
highest when assessed against other 
schemes on its potential for reducing 
accidents as well as its effect on cong¬ 
estion and the environment. 

The project will see the height of the 
curb reduced and the island made longer 
so that if heavy goods vehicles clip it, 
they are less likely to lose control. 

Amanda Mays, team leader for road 
safety engineering, said: “There’s quite a 
high curb there to give pedestrians 
protection from heavy traffic but we’ve 
had a couple of incidents in the last year 
in which large left hand drive vehicles 
have misjudged it and clipped the curb. 
That has had an effect on handling and 
they’ve lost control. 

“It’s a careful balncing act to protect 
pedestrians without compromising other 
people and vice versa. We’ve had 
pedestrian injuries there in the past 
before the island went in. 

“An estimated 1,500 lorries a day do get 
through there fine but it can have awful 
consequences if people lose control.” 

Cllr Matt Bradney, cabinet member for 
growth and infrastructure, announced 
the scheme would be added to the list of 
road safety programmes at yesterday’s 
cabinet meeting. 

He said: “The A1307 has been a top 
priority for me. A lot of people have died 
on it. 

“We’ve done really well on reducing 
accidents but we need to do more and this 
is one of those schemes which can help 
with that.” 

Esther Cornell, of road safety camp¬ 
aign group Access A1307, said: “We are 
very pleased the council is going to deal 
with the issue at this pedestrian refuge 
where there has been a serious accident 
and a fatal accident in the first few 
months of this year.”

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Man guilty 
of assault 
spared jail 


A MAN with a history of 
violent offending has been 
spared from going to 
prison because of the 
progress he has made in 
addressing his problems. 

Colin Brown, 29, was found 
guilty by a jury at an earlier trial 
of causing actual bodily harm 
when he assaulted a man in an 
alleyway beside the White Hart 
public house in Haverhill in June 
last year. 

His victim, Steven Rands, had 
been headbutted, the court heard. 
After the guilty verdict was 
announced, Mr Recorder Martyn 
Levett had deferred sentence 
until last week to see if Brown 
could stay out of trouble. 

As Brown, of Chester Court, 
Haverhill, appeared in the dock 
at Ipswich Crown Court, Mr Rec¬ 
order Levett said he was to be 
“commended” for what he had 
achieved by keeping away from 
pubs, voluntarily attending alco¬ 
hol awareness meetings, and 
taking part in an aggression 
replacement therapy course. 

Telling Brown that the prison 


sentence justified by his off¬ 
ending would be suspended, the 
Recorder said: “I asked you to 
keep to your side of the bargain 
and I would keep to mine”. 

No further offences had been 
recorded against Brown, who had 
previously been convicted of 
using threatening behaviour, 
having a bladed article in a 
public place and wounding with 
intent. 

In addition, Brown had shown 
his commitment to providing a 
stable home for his partner’s 
young son. 

Mr Recorder Levett imposed a 
42 week prison sentence, susp¬ 
ended for 12 months together 
with a requirement to remain 
under Probation Service super¬ 
vision for 12 months. 

Any further offending or 
breach of the suspended sent¬ 
ence order was likely to result in 
immediate custody, Brown was 
warned. 

Mr Recorder Levett told him: 
“You are at risk. It is best to keep 
a very close eye and monitor your 
own behaviour. I hope that this is 
a turning point for your life.”

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‘She was so 
full of energy 
... a life force’ 


Last Christmas the Vale family 
were told daughter Maggie’s 
cancer was terminal. ALICE 
RYAN finds out how they plan to 
make her memory live forever. 


I WONT be 
sending any 
Christmas cards 
this year,” says 
Donna Vale. “I can’t 
face writing cards 
without putting 
Maggie’s name in 
them, to be honest. 

It just doesn’t seem 
right.” 

Maggie, Donna’s 14- 
year-old daughter, died of 
cancer six weeks ago. 

“We found out she was 
terminal last Christmas 
Eve,” Donna said: “So 
last Christmas was a blur; 

I don’t remember much 
about it. I think the festive 
season went on hold for 
us...” 

While other mums get 
ready for the festivities, 
dressing trees and filling 
stockings, Donna is 
throwing herself into 
fundraising for cancer 
charity Clic Sargent. 

She and Maggie’s dad, 
John Vale, say the group 
helped their daughter live 
her last year to the full - 
and now they want to 
give something back. 

“The people from Clic 
were there for us from the 
beginning,” explains 
Donna. “Thanks to them, 
and the generosity of our 
friends and family, Maggie 
was able to stay at the 
Ritz, go to the Baftas, 
attend a film premiere. 

She had an amazing 
time.” 

John, 48, will run the 
London marathon next 
year - and he aims to 
raise £20,000 for Clic. “If 
I’m going to lose that 
much puff and sweat I 
want it to be worthwhile,” 
he says, grinning. 

“It’s a tribute to Maggie: 
she was such a brave and 
tough little thing.” 

Maggie fell ill last 
autumn. “She was having 
trouble eating. She 
complained that it hurt,” 
John remembers. 

Doctors suspected 
Maggie, then 13, was 
suffering from heartburn. 


But, when medication 
failed to work, they took 
a blood test - and then 
gave an endoscopy. 

“They thought she 
might have a stomach 
ulcer,” continues John. 
“But even that, in 
someone her age, they 
said was very unlikely. 
What they found was a 
growth in her stomach. 

“I can still remember 
where I was when I got 
the call, saying they 
thought it was cancer,” 
adds John, a decorator. 

“I can remember the 
exact window I was 
painting ... It was a very 
odd feeling.” 

Sent to Addenbrooke’s 
for a biopsy, Maggie was 
found to have 
adenocarcinoma. 

“It’s really rare to find it 
in a child,” explains 
Donna, 44. 

“I’ve only heard of one 
other case in the country.” 

Prescribed a six- 
month course of chemo, 
Maggie was taken in to 
Addenbrooke’s last 
Christmas Eve to have a 
Hickman line fitted - a 
tube for intravenous 
medication. 

“It was while she was 
under that they told us 
they couldn’t cure her,” 
continues Donna. 

“They’d done a CT scan 
which showed it spread 
to her liver. It was dev¬ 
astating; we had to try 
and compose ourselves. 

“I remember saying ‘I 
don’t want to ask this, 
but I have to: how long 
has she got?’. The doctor 
said possibly a year.” 

Donna and John, who 
also have a younger 
daughter, Charlotte, now 
13, agreed not to tell 
Maggie her illness was 


terminal. “We wanted her 
to have some hope,” said 
John. “And, deep down, I 
think we were hoping 
that the doctors were 
wrong - we were hoping 
for a miracle, basically. 

“We told Maggie this 
type of cancer was very 
difficult to treat but she 
wasn’t one to be fazed. 
She carried on more or 
less as if she hadn’t got 
it; she was so brave. 

“I always describe her 
as a life force: even at 18- 
months-old she would 
come into a room and 
dominate it. She was just 
so full of energy. When 
she had a wig and make¬ 
up on you’d hardly know 
she was ill.” 

A pupil at Hedingham 
School in Halstead, 
Maggie was reluctant to 
give up her studies. 
During chemo, she asked 
for a home tutor. 

“She enjoyed it and felt 
like she wanted to carry 
on learning,” said Donna. 
“And she was very 
artistic: she did several 
paintings while she was 
ill, and they’re all in such 
bright, vibrant colours. 

“The chemo was 
hard,” Donna adds. “But 
without it, she wouldn’t 
have made it to Easter. 
And it allowed her to 
enjoy things.” 

Film buff Maggie’s 
dream to attend a movie 
premiere came true this 
summer. Arranging for 
Maggie and two friends 
to go to the opening of 
Iron Man, Donna and 
John also laid on a ride in 
a pink limo and new 
outfits for them all. 

Another highlight of 
Maggie’s last months 
was staying at the Ritz 
and going to the Baftas - 
where she saw Anthony 
Hopkins collect a lifetime 
achievement award. 

“She really loved the 
Hannibal Lecter movies,” 
adds John. “That was a 
great moment for her.” 

The cancer began to 
take its toll on Maggie’s 
health. But she refused to 
let it stand in her way. 
When a group of her 
teachers decided to run 
the Race for Life in her 
honour, to raise cash for 
Cancer Research UK, 
Maggie completed the

5km course with them. 

“One day she looked at 
me and said ‘How 
long?’,” recalls John, his 
eyes welling with tears. 

“I told her. I couldn’t lie 
to her; we never lied to 
her. She was so mature 
about it - she was wise 
well beyond her years.” 

As well as paying 
tribute to Maggie, Donna 
and John say her sister 
Charlotte has been 
“brilliant”, always willing 
to help. 

In late August, 

Maggie’s health took a 
sudden dive. The family, 
from Birdbrook, near 
Haverhill, had just 
returned from a holiday in 
Gran Canaria, when she 
started to feel pain. 

“She never complains 
so, when she starts, you 
know it’s something 
serious,” says John. In 
Addenbrooke’s, Maggie 
was put on morphine. 
Allowed home, she was 
cared for by her parents 
and sister, along with 
nurses and Dr Jane 
Ridley, the family’s GP. 

“Dr Ridley was here 
three or four times a day,” 
says Donna. “She and 
her husband were due to 
be going on holiday but 
they didn’t go; she didn’t 
want to leave Maggie. I 
can’t describe how fan¬ 
tastic she’s been. I gave 
her one of Maggie’s 
paintings.” 

When Maggie died, the 
community seemed to go 
into mourning. More than 
300 people attended her 
funeral, held at Birdbrook 
church. Wanting it to be a 
celebration of their 
vibrant daughter’s life, 
Donna and John chose 
her a cerise coffin and 
asked every guest to 
wear a touch of pink. 

Egged on by Jackie 
Delf, a family friend and 
keen runner, John 
decided last month to run 
the London marathon. 
Jackie, who is helping 
John to train, will also 
race alongside him. 

Pupils, parents and 
teachers at Hedingham 
School have already 
pledged more than £700 
and John’s friends, who 
all play at a local snooker 
club, are planning a pay- 
to-play fundraiser. 


“A year ago I hadn’t 
even heard of Clic 
Sargent,” adds John. 

“But this has been quite a 
year. While we were in the 
hospital with Maggie we 
met so many other 
families in the same boat: 
I’m doing this for them, 
as well as for her. 

“I’m sure she’d want 
everyone to stay strong 
and be positive, like she 
did. That’s the special 
kind of girl she was.”

AN INNOVATIVE temporary 
building which has allowed 
Haverhill residents to continue 
their fitness regimes while 
their leisure centre undergoes 
a major refurbishment has 
been hailed a success.

Ibiza SC comes 
out to play

S OME people are never 
satisfied. It wasn’t so 
long ago that making a 
sporty hatchback was 
simple: you lopped the rear 
doors off, changed the badge 
and ta-da! A car that’s 
largely the same as its five- 
door brother but that has 
greater appeal for the young 
of heart and the small of 
family 

But that’s not enough these 
days. Any manufacturer brave 
enough to offer a simple three- 
door will find themselves ignored 
by the fashionistas in favour of a 
coupe. The big firms are spending 
a surprising amount of cash 
turning their humble hatches 
into something much racier, and 
to that burgeoning list you can 
add the Seat Ibiza SC. 

The five-door Ibiza is hardly 
dull, with the kind of edgy design 
that’s become a Seat trademark, 
but the SC goes one further with 
a lower roofline and a heavily 
sculpted rear. It certainly lives up 
to its sporty tag, especially on the 
optional 17-inch alloy wheels, and 
the inevitably young target 
audience will love it. 

Step inside and the cabin is less 
dramatic but still has a strong 
appeal. The materials are of 
much better quality than before, 
and although the predominate 



colours are grey and black, it’s a 
pleasant place to be. The centre 
console is particularly smart, 
with red illumination bringing a 
sporty, high quality feel. The 
three-spoke steering wheel puts 
you in the mood for enthusiastic 
driving, while the standard sports 
seats improve the driving 
position and offer improved 
support. 

With a lower roofline there is 
the inevitable cost of reduced 
rear headroom, though that 
doesn’t mean the Ibiza SC can’t 
handle adults in the rear. Taller 
ones will want to be up front of 
course, but you can still load it up 
with friends for a night out 
without having to visit a chiro¬ 
practor on the way home. What’s 
more, there’s still 284 litres of 
boot space out the back. 

Right now there are three 
engine options available, all 
petrol: a 1.2-litre three cylinder, 
plus 1.4-litre and 1.6-litre four 
cylinder units. The 1.4-litre is 
likely to be the most popular, 
offering a decent compromise 


between economy and power. All 
three engines offer more than 
40mpg and the insurance-friendly 
smaller units will be a winner 
with the young audience. 

Go for the range-topping Sport 
trim and as well as alloy wheels, 
leather on the wheel and 
gearknob and sports seats, it also 
gains stiffer suspension. As a 
result, body roll is reduced and 


the SC’s handling is notably more 
controlled, although this comes at 
the price of slightly reduced ride 
comfort. For those who want the 
sporty feel there’s no contest, but 
the softer SE model is almost as 
much fun while offering more 
comfort on poorer roads. Either 
way, the Ibiza SC is a fun 
machine, with responsive 
steering and plenty of grip. 


With a sensible head on you 
should probably go for the five- 
door Ibiza. It costs a little more, 
but you get the practicality of the 
extra doors and a little more rear 
headroom. But who on earth 
wants to be sensible? If your life 
allows you the luxury of only 
having three doors on your car 
then the Ibiza SC is going to be 
right up your street.

GIVE YOUR CAR A WINTER WORKOUT WITH THE RMIF 


The onset of winter can be bad news for motorists. Little light, bad weather and worse mads 
conspire to make driving tiring, unpleasant, and sometimes even dangerous. 

Every journey is an opportunity to prevent the worst from happening, and there is a great 
deal of preventative action that you can undertake yourself. 

Before setting off: 

make sure that the car has enough fuel 

let someone know your intended movements 

listen to traffic news and weather forecasts, and wear warm clothing. 

Naturally, the need for seasonal preparation also extends to the various systems that run the 
car, so make sure that the anti-freeze in the car is fresh. Insufficient or‘old’ anti-freeze can 
cause hose, water pump or other major units to fail leading to overheating. Anti-freeze should 
be changed every two years due to the deterioration of the corrosion inhibitors, or according 
to manufacturer recommendations. 

Other things to do include: 

make sure the battery is in good condition 

on cold mornings use a de-icer on windows, or a scraper - NEVER hot water 
check that the screen wash is not clogged and that the bottle is topped up for use, and 


make sure that an additive is used to stop it freezing 

check windscreen wipers for wear and replace them if necessary 

make sure that all heaters and ventilation systems are working so that misting is minimised 

give all external lights and mirrors a thorough clean 

headlamps should be correctly aligned 

the tread depth should be at least 1.6mm across the central three-quarters of the breadth of 
the tread and around the entire circumference, and there should be no cuts or cracks 
spray damp inhibitor into the door locks to prevent seizing up. 

Once the car is ready for winter, you should make sure it is carrying emergency equipment so 
that, if the worst happens, you are ready too. 

Useful supplies could include: torch, spare batteries and bulbs, screen scraper / de-icer, 
jump leads, warning triangle, first-aid kit, ‘hands free’ mobile phone / phone card / cash, 
blankets and warm jacket / robust shoes (in case of breakdown), shovel (to clear snow if 
necessary), fire extinguisher, rope (for towing if necessary), road atlas, maps etc. 

Essentially, safety in the winter comes down to four things: 1 Check your car. 2. Be prepared 
for anything. 3. Be cautious. 4. Monitor your speed. 


If you try to follow these rules you should find yourself on the road to safe winter driving. To 
make sure your car is ready for the road in the first place, book your car in for a service. 
Careful preparation by the motorist can only go so far. 

To find a reliable garage, motorists should look to the RMIE 
A member will be able to advise you on the type of service you need, and will be able to 
point out potential problem areas before they arise, or become serious. In fact, whether you 
want to buy or sell a new or used car or motorcycle, service or repair your existing vehicle, 
find an auction house, or a cherished number plate dealer, the RMIF will be able to help you. 
If you have a complaint against an RMIF member garage, the RMIF’s National Conciliation 
Service should be able to help you get redress, if the problem cannot be solved in direct 
consultation with that member.
